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To the Senate and General Assembly : 

As required by law, I herewith submit a report of the present 
finaDcial condition of the State, together with the transactions of this 
department for the fiscal year just closed, and an estimate of the 
expenditures for the year now beginning. 

The business of this department continues to increase in volume 
from year to year, not only by reason of the natural growth conse- 
quent upon the increase of population, but also because of the passage 
of acts by the Legislature almost annually imposing new duties upon 
the Comptroller. The law requiring contracts to be made by the 
Comptroller for all the public printing, the act imposing a tax upon 
oorporations of a miscellaneous character, the act for the taxation of 
railroad and canal property, involving the collection and distribution 
annually of a large amount to the several municipal districts of the 
State, as well as many other acts which it is not necessary to enu- 
merate, have had the effect within the past four years of increasing 
the business of the department more than four-fold, and an increase 
in the clerical force has become a necessity. No additional appro- 
priation for clerical service has been made since 1876, and the advance 
in the requirements since that time has been such as to render the 
allowance for this purpose wholly inadequate. The business of the 
department is greater in volume than that of any other of the State 
offices, while from its character it is an absolute necessity that it 
shall be done with the utmost care and accuracy. It is not to be 
supposed that the Legislature is willing that the public business shall 
be inefficiently performed, or that those who perform it efficiently 
shall be inadequately paid, and it is therefore respectfully recom- 
mended that an additional appropriation be made, to be used when 
necessary by the Comptroller for the employment of such additional 
clerical service as may be required.

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The amount of money received into the State Treasury daring the 
past year was foar million five hundred and forty-four thousand six 
hundred and thirteen dollars and fifty-one cents ($4,544,613.51), but 
only a small portion of this was of the nature of revenue available for 
the purpose of paying current expenses of the State, and meeting 
appropriations made by the Legislature. This sum includes the 
amount received as proceeds of the State School Tax, which was 
almost immediately distributed to the several counties; the amount 
received as Income and from liquidation of the securities of the School 
Fund; the sum received and immediately disbursed as Income of 4he 
Agricultural College Fund; the sums received from Railroad and Canal 
Corporations as tax for the benefit of taxing-districts, and paid to the- 
several municipalities of the State, and the proceeds of the sale of 
State securities and of temporary loans. The actual revenue of the 
State from all sources during the year of moneys applicable to 
State uses was one million four hundred and nineteen thousand and 
sixty-nine dollars and fifty-four cents ($1,419,069.54), and the dis- 
bursement for the same time amounted to one million four hundred 
and thirty-six thousand and forty-four dollars and fifty-nine cents 
($1,436,044.59), the expenditures having exceeded the revenue in the 
sum of sixteen thousand nine hundred and seventy-five dollars and 
five cents ($16,975.05).

The balance to the credit of the State Fund represents the entire 
resources of the State Treasury at the present time, and no portion 
of the revenue is payable before February 1st, 1888. The sum on 
hand will therefore be subject to the payment of all current expenses 
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of the State government and its several institutions, and also to the 
payment of ninety thousand dollars ($90,000) of the maturing princi- 
pal of the public debt. 

From the balance to the credit of the School Fund must be paid the 
annual appropriation of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) for 
the support of public schools, and such other sums for educational 
purposes as are required by law to be paid from this Fund. The 
remainder, if there be any, must be added to the principal of the 
Fund by investment under the direction of the Trustees for the Sup- 
port of Public Schools. 

The balance of School Tax represents an amount paid in by one 
county in advance of the time prescribed by law, and only remains 
in the hands of the Treasurer awaiting the general disbursement of 
this tax, which will take place in January, 1888. 

The balance of Local Tax on Eailroads consists of some small sums 
of interest paid by railroad corporations upon delayed payments of 
taxes, and not included in the general disbursement of the tax to the 
several municipalities. The entire principal of this tax, so far a& 
received, has been distributed, and a detailed statement of the trans- 
actions connected therewith will be found under an appropriate head 
on a later page of this report. 

In addition to the sums above referred to, there remains in the hands 
of the Treasurer a balance of two hundred and thirteen thousand three 
hundred and fifty-seven dollars and thirty-four cents ($213,357.34), 
consisting of special deposits made by companies proposing to build 
new railroads, which deposit is required to be made as a guarantee of 
good faith, upon filing surveys of their routes in the office of the 
Secretary of State. This is returnable to the companies upon the 
expenditure of a certain sum upon each mile of the projected road, 
and in the meantime, being merely held as a guarantee, cannot be 
used by the State. 

Including these deposits, the whole amount now in the Treasurer's 
hands is six hundred and thirty-six thousand three hundred and 
ninety-two dollars and ten cents ($636,392.10), all of which is liable to- 
early disbursement, investment or repayment. 

The present condition of the several Funds, and the transactions 
for account of each, will be shown separately and in detail. 
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CONDITION AND TRANSACTIONS OP THE STATE FUND 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING OCTOBER 31st, 1887. 

At the date of the last report from this office, it was estimated 
that the receipts daring the year from the ordinary and legitimate 
sources of revenue, together with the balance then on hand, would 
be sufficient to meet the disbursements. This estimate was based 
upon the theory that the taxes assessed upon railroad corporations 
for the year, as well as the unpaid balances due from former years and 
then in litigation, would all be collected during the year, and also 
upon the supposition that the Legislature would refrain from making 
appropriations which the capacities of the State Treasury were 
obviously insufficient to meet. Neither of these suppositions proved 
to be correct. At the beginning of the year the State was carrying 
temporary loans amounting to two hundred and fifty thousa>nd dol- 
lars ($250,000), and during the year it became necessary to effect a 
farther loan of one hundred thousand dollars (8100,000) in anticipa- 
tion of the receipt of revenue and to prevent embarrassment to the 
treasury. The former loan was subsequently paid off with the 
proceeds of a sale of State securities to the School Fund, under the 
provisions of an act of the Legislature authorizing the Governor, 
Comptroller and Treasurer to transfer such securities to the School 
Fund when this course became necessary for the relief of the 
treasury. One thousand shares of the stock of the Camden and 
Amboy Railroad and Transportation Company were thus transferred, 
at a rate which placed them in the School Fund as a four per centum 
security, and the amount received in payment therefor was devoted 
to the partial liquidation of the temporary indebtedness of the State. 
The remaining indebtedness of one hundred thousand dollars (8100,- 
000) is, at this time, the only debt of the State beyond the amount of 
the outstanding " War Bonds." As no portion of the revenue of the 
State is payable between the beginning of the fiscal year and the fol- 
lowing February, and as during this time large disbursements must be 
made, the necessity recurs annually of effecting temporary loans in 
anticipation of receipts, and it has been usually possible to pay off 
these loans out of the revenue collected during the year, but this 
must soon cease to be a possibility, if while the annual expenditures 
increase no measures be adopted to add to the resources of the 
treasury.

For a better understanding of the operations involved in the fore- 
going statement, the following details relative to the receipts and 
disbursements are given : 

BECEIPTS. 

Tax on Bailroad and Canal Corporations.. — The State Board of 
Assessors reported to this department the sum of nine hundred and 
sixty-four thousand nine hundred and one dollars and seventy-five 
cents ($964,901.75), as the amount assessed upon the property of 
railroad and canal corporations, and payable within the fiscal year 
just closed, and there remained at the beginning of the fiscal year a 
balance of unpaid taxes of former years amounting to three hundred 
and sixty-three thousand five hundred and seventy-eight dollars and 
sixty-eight cents ($363,578.68). The Board of Assessors had power 
to revise and reduce their assessments upon appeal from the corpora- 
tions interested, and it was of course possible that the decisions of 
the courts in some if not all of the cases then pending, involving the 
unpaid balances, would not be in favor of the State. No data existed,. 
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however, to determine the possibilities in any ease, and therefore the 
only proper coarse was to present the two sums mentioned above, 
amounting in the aggregate to one million three hundred and twenty- 
eight thousand four hundred and eighty dollars and forty-three cents 
($1,328,480.43) as the estimated amount to be received from this source 
daring the fiscal year. As a matter of fact, however, the State Board 
of Assessors reduced their original assessment to nine hundred and 
fifty-four thousand six hundred and twenty-six dollars and fifty-eight 
cents ($954,626 58), a reduction of ten thousand two hundred and 
seventy-five dollars and seventeen cents ($10,275.17), and of this sum 
the amount collected was eight hundred and thirty-seven thousand 
three hundred and nineteen dollars and seventy cents ($837,319.70). 
The remainder consists chiefly of taxes contested in the courts by 
corporations claiming to be exempt from the provisions of the act 
under which the taxes were levied. Of the uapaid balance of taxes 
of former years, there was collected during the year the sum of two 
hundred and forty-four thousand nine hundred and sixteen dollars 
and fifty-eight cents ($214,916.58), together with interest thereon 
amounting to one thousand one hundred and ninety dollars and 
ninety-six cents ($1,190.96), making the whole amount of receipts 
from this source, including taxes payable in the year and balances of 
former years, one million eighty-three thousand four hundred and 
thirty-seven dollars and twenty -four cents ($1,083,437.24). The cases 
pending in the courts at the beginning of the fiscal year have not 
yet all been decided, but the result of the decisions so far as rendered, 
has been the remission and cancellation of the sum of thirty thou- 
sand two hundred and twenty-seven dollars and fifty-eight cents 
($30,227.58) of the taxes payable in 1885, and one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-seven dollars and seventy-two cents ($1,787.72) 
of the taxes payable in 1886.

In the above statement of reoeipts of taxes payable in 1886 there 
is included the sum of thirty-four thousand five hundred and ninety- 
^ve dollars and thirty-one cents (834,595.31), and of receipts of taxes 
payable in 1887 the sum of forty thousand eight hundred and seven- 
teen dollars and six cents ($40,817.06), making in the aggregate the 
sum of seventy-five thousand four hundred and twelve dollars and 
thirty-seven cents ($75,412.37) which the State Board 'of Assessors 
had assessed against the Morris and Essex Railroad Company for 
those years, and for which, under a decision of the Supreme Court, the 
lessees of that company (the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Bailroad Company) were not liable. Under an act passed in 1886 an 
investigation of the books of the lessee company had been made by 
the State Board of Assessors, based upon the theory that the com- 
pany had not made proper returns to the State for some years past 
and had not paid the full amount of taxes for which they were liable, 
and a report had been made to the Legislature of 1887 claiming that 
the company was largely in arrears to the State. This the officers of 
the company did not admit, but in March, 1887, at a conference held 
by them with the Governor, Attorney- General and Comptroller, act- 
ing on the part of the State, they agreed to pay both the State and 
local taxes assessed against them for the years 1886 and 1887, not- 
withstanding the decision of the Supreme Court as to their exemp- 
tion, and they further agreed to submit to arbitrators the question 
of the correctness of their past returns and of their arrears of taxes 
under the provisions of the Morris and Essex charter. This agree- 
ment resulted in the payment of seventy-five thousand four hundred 
and twelve dollars and thirty-seven cents ($75,412.37) assessed against 
the company for State uses in excess of the amount which they 
admitted to be due, as well as one hundred and thirty-six thousand 
two hundred and forty-five dollars and eighty cents ($136,245.80) 
assessed for the use of taxing districts, no part of which was col- 
lectible under the laws of the State, and a joint resolution was 
adopted authorizing the appointment of arbitrators to hear and 
determine the questions at issue between the State and the company. 
The arbitrators have not yet completed their work, and therefore 
no^statement can now be given of the effect of their proceedings upon 
'the public revenue. 
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The decision rendered by the Coart of Errors and Appeals in 
December, 1886, covered a large majority of the railroad tax cases 
then in litigation, and the coart established certain principles, under 
which the State Board of Assessors revised their valuations, and sub- 
seqaently certified corrected assessments to this department, under 
which final settlements were made. There are still pending some 
cases in which companies claim exemption from tax under their 
charters, and others which, while not having taken measures to 
contest the tax, have simply neglected to make payment, and have 
made it necessary to place the accounts in the hands of the Attorney- 
General for collection. 

The State Board of Assessors are not required to report to the 
Comptroller the assessments made by them for the coming fiscal year 
until December 1st, but their assessment for State taxes has been com- 
pleted and amounts to nine hundred and sixty-eight thousand three 
hundred and thirty-five dollars and eighty-eight cents ($968,335.88). 
It is to be assumed that this will, as usual, undergo some correction 
and reduction after the appeals of the corporations have been heard 
and determined, but for the purposes of this report, it must now be 
taken as the amount of tax payable in the coming year. So, with 
the unpaid taxes now in process of collection, they will not all be col- 
lected, but, until annulled, they stand upon the books of the State as 
claims against the corporations. The possible receipts from this 
source during the year may therefore be stated as follows :

Tax on Miscellaneo'os Corporations. — The whole amount received by 
the State during the year from corporations other than railroad and 
canal corporations, was one hundred and ninety-six thousand seven 
hundred and one dollars and five cents ($196,701.05). Of this there 
was received from the Secretary of State the sum of thirty-five 
thousand and forty-nine dollars and twenty cents ($35,049.20) as fees 
for filing articles of incorporation, and six thousand three hundred 
and thirty dollars and seven cents ($6,330.07) as fees from life insur- 
ance companies of other States doing business in this State, and there 
was also received six hundred and seventyrfive dollars ($675) from 
one company, taxable under its charter provisions. The remainder,^ 
amounting to one hundred and fifty-four thousand six hundred and 
forty-six dollars and seventy-eight cents ($154,646.78), was collected 
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under the act of 1884, entitled **An act to provide for the imposition 
of State taxes npon certain corporations and for the collection 
thereof/' approved April 18bh, 1884. 

As has been stated in each report from this office since the passage 
of that act, the amoant of tax annually assessed and returned to the 
Comptroller by the State Board of Assessors is largely in excess of 
the sum which it is possible to collect, and the result is a large unpaid 
balance each year. 

The amount assessed in 1887 was two hundred and eighty-seven 
thousand five hundred and two dollars and thirteen cents ($287,- 
502.13), and of this tax there has been collected the sum of one hun- 
dred and forty thousand and fifty-five dollars and ninety-two cents 
($140,055.92). The Attorney-General has been furnished with a list 
of the delinquents of former years, and considerable sums have been 
collected through his office by legal process.

Some of the taxes now in the hands of the Attorney-General will 
be collected, but as to the great mass of them it is idle to hope that 
anything can be realized from them. Many of the corporations 
assessed have ceased to exist, others never acted under their charters, 
while as to many of those against which the largest sums have been 
assessed it would require a greater than Columbus to discover their 
officers and a more powerful microscope than has ever yet been invented 
to discern the assets upon which the claim of the State can be a lien. 
Nevertheless, the State Board of Assessors are required by law to 
annually determine these taxes and certify them to the Comptroller, 
a process about as irrational as to impose a license fee upon exhibi- 
tions of the aurora borealis, and in default of payment to charge up 
the amount of the annual delinquency to unpaid taxes, and let it 
swell from year to year the sum of uncollected revenue. 

My oft-repeated recommendation, that the law be so modified as to 
permit the State Board of Assessors to discontinue the annual assess- 
ment and return of taxes which can never by any possibility be col- 
lected, is again respectfully renewed. 
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It is estimated that thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) of the 
nnpaid taxes of former years will be collected during the. coming 
year, and that the collections proper to the year from corporations of 
'4he class under consideration will amount to one hundred and forty 
thousand dollars ($140,000), making the revenue to be derived from 
this source during the year one hundred and seventy thousand dollars 
<*170,000). 

State Prison Receipts, — The receipts of the State Treasury during 
the year from the proceeds of the labor of convicts in the State 
Prison have amounted to seventy-one thousand one hundred and 
fieventy-one dollars and thirty-four cents (871,171.34), showing an 
increase over the preceding year of nine thousand and ninety-eight 
dollars and forty-three cents ($9,098,43). This increase is due to the 
improved working of the system under which the convicts are now 
employed and which is known as the <^ piece-price plan." The 
increase in the revenue from the labor of the convicts in the past 
fiscal year, as compared with the first year after the change from the 
old contract system, has been thirteen thousand six hundred and 
twenty-nine dollars and forty-nine cents ($13,629.49), and although 
the new system entails more labor upon the officers in charge, an4 
there are some minor difficulties in the way of its successful opera- 
tion yet to be removed, there is no reason to believe that it will prove 
detrimental to the revenue of the State, as compared with the old 
contract system. 

The amount to be derived from this source in the year now 
beginning is estimated at seventy thousand dollars ($70,000). 

Dividends. — As stated on a former page, the assets of the State 
Fund were reduced in the past year by the transfer to the School 
Fund of one thousand shares of Camden and Amboy Railroad stock. 
As a consequence, the assets of the State Fund from which an annual 
income is derived, consist of one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
seven (1,887) shares of the stock of the Camden and Amboy and 
Delaware and Earitan Canal Company, of which the par value is 
one hundred and eighty-eight thousand seven hundred dollars ($188,- 
700), upon which the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, as lessee,'pays 
an annual dividend of ten per centum, amounting to eighteen thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy dollars ($18,870). 

Judicial Fees. — The receipts to the credit of this account consist 
of the fees collected by the clerks of the several courts for the ser- 
vices of the Chancellor and Justices of the Supreme Court. They 
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h»Te smoaDted in tbe past year to foorteen thoDBand nine hundred 
•ad mxty-mae dollars and ninety-fire cents (tl4,969.95). Tbe re-

clerks. My ofl>-repeated recommendatiooa that this subject receive 
further legislatioD, are again respecfully presented.

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DISBUBSSMSNTS. 

Public Debt — The amount paid from the State Treasury during the 
year for account of the maturing principal of the " War Debt " of the 
State, was ninety thousand dollars ($90,000). This was paid in pur- 
suance of the law which requires that the Commissioners shall pay 
from the funds at their disposal the semi-annual interest on these 
bonds, together with ten thousand dollars (910,000) of the annually- 
maturing principal, and that the remainder of such principal shall be 
paid from the State Fund. The amount of principal which was 
required to be paid January Ist, 1887, was originally one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000), but the Commissioixers of the Sinking 
Fund had previously purchased ^ve thousand dollars ($5,000) of these 
bonds, leaving but ninety-five thousand dollars ($95,000) to be paid at 
the time of maturity. Of this sum the Commissioners paid five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000), and the remainder was paid from the State 
- Treasury. 

The next payment of principal will be made on the first of January, 
1888, when the State Fund will be again required to pay ninety thou- 
sand dollars ($90,000) of the one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) 
then falling due. 

The further financial transactions in connection with this debt do 
not come within the purview of this department, and no further 
information concerning them can be furnished in this report. ^ They 
will doubtless be found set forth In detail in the report of the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund.

The amount disbursed from the State Treasury during the past 
year for the support and treatment of the insane, was, as shown 
by the foregoing statements, one hundred and forty-nine thousand 
eighty-six dollars and fourteen cents ($149,086.14). It was stated 
in the last report from this department that of the appropria- 
tion of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) made at the session of 
1886, for the establishment of a system of sewerage at the Morria 
Plains Asylum, there had been expended the sum of twenty-two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($22,500). This left a balance of seven 
thousand five hundred dollars (17,500) at the disposal of the Managers 
of that institution at the beginning of the year now under considera- 
tion. During the year the whole of this balance has been paid, as 
shown in the statements above, making the whole amount paid from 
the treasury for all purposes connected with the insane, one hundred 
and fifty-six thousand five hundred and eighty-six dollars and four* 
teen cents ($156,^86.14). The amount shown in the last report from 
this office to have been expended for the care and treatment of the 
insane in 1886, excluding appropriations, was one hundred and twenty- 
eight thousand nine hundred and seventy-four dollars and fifty-eight 
cents ($128,974.58), and comparing with this the^sum disbursed for 
the same purpose in 1887, an incre^ise is shown in the latter year of 
twenty thousand one hundred and eleven dollars and fifty-six cents 
($20,111.56). This increased expenditure Is partly due to an accession 
to the number of patients in both the State Asylums and in nearfy 
every County Asylum, and partly to the fact that unpaid accounts of 
former years with County Asylums were settled within the past year» 
The increase in the number of insane persons under treatment, sls 
compared with 1886, is one hundred and twenty-seven (127), and the 
following schedule shows the number confined in each Asylum, as> 
exhibited by the latest statements made to this department :

Daring the past fiscal year there have been paid to the Treasarer 
of the Home the whole amount of the nndrawn balance of appropria- 
tion for maintenance, and twenty-two thousand seven hundred and 
twenty-two dollars and fifty-three cents ($22^22.53) froin the appro- 
priation proper to the year, leaving a balance of the appropriation 
for maintenance of two thousand two hundred and seventy-sevep 
dollars and forty-seven cents ($2,277.47). 

Of the sums appropriated for the erection of new buildings for the 
Home there have been paid out during the year upon the requisitions 
of the Managers, twenty-nine thousand two hundred and thirty-one 
dollars and forty-four cents ($29,231.44), leaving an unexpended 
balance of eighty-two thousand seven hundred and sixty-eight dollars 
and fifty-six cents ($82,768.56). Both of the balances shown will be 
subject to draft during the year now beginning, together with 
the standing annual appropriation of twenty-five thousand dollars

The whole of this sum has been paid to the Treasurer of the 
School. In addition to this sum, one hundred and seventy-seven dol- 
lars and twelve cents ($177.12) were paid for Managers' traveling; 
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ezpeDses, an item which is not chargeable against the allowance for 
maintenance. 

In 1886 an appropriation of five thousand dollars ($5,000) was made 
for the erection of gas works, and also one of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) for providing a water-supply. During the past year both of 
these appropriations have been paid from the State Treasury. 

At the session of 1887 an appropriation of ten thousand dollars 
(S10,000) was made, to be expended in fitting up a manual training- 
school, providing necessary heating apparatus, construction of needed 
sanitary improvements, purchase of fire-hose and laying of water-pipe 
for fire purposes. Of this appropriation, five thousand dollars ($5,000) 
have been paid during the past year, leaving a balance of five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000), for which provision must be made in the coming 
year. It is estimated that forty-two thousand dollars ($42,000) will 
suffice to meet the allowances for maintenance in the coming year. 
Adding to this the balance of the special appropriation just referred 
to, forty-seven thousand dollars ($47,000) is found to be the estimate 
for the coming year. 

Industrial School for Girls. — 'At the beginning of the fiscal year 
there remained an unexpended balance of appropriation for the sup- 
port of this institution, amounting tO two thousand five hundred dol- 
lars ($2,500), and at the session of 1887, this was augmented by a 
further appropriation of six thousand dollars ($6,000), making the 
tdtal credit to the account for the year, eight thousand five hundred 
dollars ($8,500). The amount paid to the Trustees during the year 
was seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500), leaving a balance 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000) at the disposal of the managing 
authorities of the School in the coming year. 

The sum of two hundred and forty-four dollars and forty cents 
($244.40) has been paid into the State Treasury as the proceeds of 
the labor of the inmates of the School, but this was credited to the 
General State Fund. 

There is no regular appropriation for the maintenance of the 
School, but it is to be presumed that the Legislature will, at its coming 
session, make at least the customary appropriation of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000), in which case six thousand dollar's ($6,000) will be 
needed in the coming year for the purposes of this account.

State Prison. — The general expensea of the State Frison amonnted 
daring the year to one hundred and aizty-five thonsand eight hundred 
Bud eighteen dollars and seven cents ($165,818.07), and show an 
increasoaacompared with the preceding year of eleven tbonsand nine 
hnndred and ninety-three dollars and thirty-three cents ($11,993.33), 
This increase is partly dne to the increased coat of maintenance from 
natural caaaes, and partly to the Qecesaity of continuing the work of 
improving the beating and yentilation of the Priaon and the shops 
connected with it. The improvement already made baa shown the 
moat gratifying resalts in the aanitary condition of the Prison s» 
manifested in the improved health of the convicta, and the decrease 
in the caeea of serione disease.

The payments into the State Treaaury as proceeds of the labor of 
the convicts, amounted during the year to seventy-one thouaand one 
hundred and seventy-onB dollara and thirty-fonr cents (¥71,171.34). 
This sum is credited to the General State Fund, but may be considered 
as a direct return of a portion of the expenditure for Prison parpoaes, 
and deducting this &om the disbursements, it appears that during the 
year the coat of maintaining the Frison has been ninety-four thousand 
aiz hundred and forty-six dollara and seventy-three cents ($94,646.73). 

The Inapectora of the Priaon have, from year to year, called the atten- 
tion of the Legislature to the necessity for increased accommodationa, 
and thia neceseity growa greater every day. There should be at least 
one hundred thouaand dollars ($100,000) expended in providing mean» 
to relieve the present crowded condition of the Priaon, and there 
should also be at least fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) expended in 
providing a proper supply of water. These improvements, however, 
cannot be made unless appropriations are made by the Legislature, 
and shonld such appropriations be mode, they cannot be paid unless 
measures are taken to provide the necessary funds from which to pay 
them. ■■

Legislature. — The diabarsements for this account during tbe year 
amounted to eighty-seven thousand six hundred and twenty-seven 
dollars and forty-four conts ($87,627.44), of which all but thirty dol- 
lars ($30) consisted of expeoaeB of the legislative eessiOD of 1887. 
This was an unusually large expenditure for this purpose, but it will 
bo remembered that the Legislature of that year was an uDOBDal one 
in m&ny respects. The increase in tbe expense as compared with tbe 
preceding year was eleven thousand and fourteeu dollars and forty 
cents ($11,014.40), which was doe to the extraordinary number of 
officers and pages employed and to an increase in the amount of tbe 
jncideotal bill.

($75,000). 

Salaries. — The salaries of State officers and others charged to this 
account during the year amouuted to forty-four thousand four ban- 
dred and seventy-nine dollars and forty-six cents ($44,479.46). 

The apparent increase as compared with Inst year is mainly dne to 
the fact that some of the salaries due in the preceding year were not 
drawn nntil after that year had closed. 

It is estimated that forty-two tbonsand dollars ($12,000) will enffice 
for tbe purposes of this account in tbe coming year. 

Clerical Service.— The disbursements for the compensation of the 
-clerks in tbe several departments do not vary greatly from year to 
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year. In the year just closed they amonnted to tweaty-six thousand 
two hundred and forty-one dollars and six cents (826,241.06), and it 
is estimated that twenty-six thousand dollars ($26,000) will be 
reqaired for this purpose in the coming year. 

State Souse Expenses, — The expenditures for the care and repairs 
of the State Capitol, and for the necessary purchases of furniture, 
carpets, &c., as well as the payment of gas and water bills, have 
amounted in the past year to twenty thousand four hundred and 
seventy-eight dollars and fifty-eight cents (920,478.58). There is no 
reason to apprehend any serious increase in this account, and the. 
estimate presented is twenty thousand dollars ($20,000). 

State House Fire, — The expenses consequent upon the fire which 
partly destroyed the Capitol in 1885, have consisted of the rent and 
maintenance of offices outside the State House for the use of several 
of the departments. The disbursements for these purposes during the 
year amounted to six thousand six hundred and six dollars and sixty 
cents ($6,606.60). 

It is expected that the restored Capitol will be ready for occupancy 
before thep close of the year now beginning, but as this is unceAain it 
is necessary to present the sum of seven thousand dollars (17,000) as 
the estimated amount required for this accaunt. 

State Board of Assessors, — The disbursements charged to this ao^ 
count include the salaries of the members of the Board and their 
Secretary, and also the services of such engineers, experts and others 
as they may employ to aid in the valuation of railroad and canal 
property. 

The whole expenditure for these purposes during the year has 
amounted to fifteen thousand three hundred and sixty-eight dollars 
and fifty-two cents ($15,368.52). 

The estimate for the coming year is fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000). 

Stationery and Postage, — The expenditures for the stationery used 
in the different departments and for the postage stamps and rent of 
post-office boxes show a slight increase from year to year as the busi- 
ness of the several public offices increases. The estimate for the year 
now beginning is six thousand dollars ($6,000). 

State Library, — The annual appropriation for the uses of the State 
Library is two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500). At the 
beginuing of the year the balance of undrawn appropriations to the 
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credit of the accoDDt was two handred aod fifty-five dollars and fort; 
five cents ($235.45). The disbarBemeDtB duriog the year amoanti 
to two thoaaand Beven haadred and thirty-five dollars and aixty-ot 
cents ($2,735.61), and there cooseqaently remains to the credit of tl 
aocoaot the sam of nioeteeD dollars and eighty-foar cents ($19.84).

Advertising. — la the last report from this department it was statei 
that the Act of 1886, limiting to fifty thousand dollars (150,000) th< 
som to be paid for advertising the laws and joint reHolntionH of 1886 
had evidently been paseed under a miBapprehenBion as to the qnantitj 
of matter to be pabliahed, and that tbe G-overnor and Comptrollei 
had saggested to certain newspapers to make such pnblication at i 
cost exceeding the limit of the appropriation and apply to the Legis 
latnre of 1887 for compensation. The anggestion was acted upon 
and upon the recommendation of the Governor and Comptroller, ai 
act was passed for the compensation of the papers which had pah 
lished the laws under the ciroamatances mentioned. At the sami 
aeasion an act was passed providing that the Session Laws and Jain' 
Eeaolutlona ehoald be pabliahed in do more than one handred news 
papers, and that the price per folio should be fixed by the Goverooi 
and Comptroller, bat shoald not exceed fifty oonta per folio. XJndei 
this law one handred papers were designated and the price perfolit 
was fixed at fifty cents. The number of folios of general laws paeaec 
at that aesBion was one thonaand and thirty-eight and one-half

the amoant necessary to pay for the pnblication of all the general 
laws and joint resolutions was fifty-one thonaand nine hundred and 
twenty-five dollars ($51,925).

It is of course impossible to make an accurate estimate of the 
amount which will be required for advertising purposes in the coming 
year, because so much depends upon the number and length of the 
acts which will be passed at the approaching session, but taking the 
average of the past few years and assuming that there will be no 
legislation increasing the number of papers, it is estimated that sixty 
thousand dollars ($60,000) will meet the requirements of this account. 



EDUOATIONAL. 

The laws provide that all the current expenses of the educational 
institutions of the State shall be paid from the income of the ScJiool 
Fund, but the State maintains no institutions for the education of the 
indigent blind and feeble-minded children. These are educated and 
maintained at the public expense in institutions established in other 
States, and the cost thereof under existing laws is borne by the State 
Fund. This State maintains an institution for the education of deaf- 
mute children, the current expenses of which are very properly paid 
from the income of the School Fund, but by a curious freak of legis- 
lation the appropriations for the cost of the repairs to the buildings, 
and of the purchase of the necessary furniture and educational appli- 
ances, are required to be paid from the State Fund. The disburse- 
ments during the year for all of the above-mentioned purposes have 
amounted to forty-two thousand one hundred and nine dollars and 
fifty cents ($42,109.50), and have been divided as follows:

In some of the above cases the quarterly payments were not made 
within the fiscal year to which they properly belonged, so that the 
expenses proper to the year were less than would appear from the- 
snm of the payments made within the year. It is estimated that 
thirty-four thousand dollars ((34,000) will suffice for the purposes of 
this acoouDt in the coming year. 

New Jersey School for Deaf-Mvtes. — As already stated, the cost of 
maintaining this institation is paid from the income of the Sckoot 
Fund, bat in 1886 an appropriation of ten thousand dollars (f 10,000) 
was made for repairs to the buildings and the purchase of educational 
appliances, which appropriation was required to be paid from the 
State liSind. At the date of the last report from this office, four 
thousand dollars ($4,000) of this appropriation remained unpaid, bat 
this balance has been drawn by the Trustees daring the fiscal year 
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just closed. In 1887 a farther appropriation of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) was made for these purposes and for the farther purpose of 
establishing a branch of manual orindastrial education in the School, 
of which appropriation no^part has yet been drawn. It is, however, 
sabject to draft during the coming year and is to be Included in the 
estimates, making, together with the cost of educating the blind and 
feeble-minded, the sum of thirty-nine thousand dollars ($39,000) as 
necessary to be furnished from the State Fund for educational pur- 
poses during the year. 

SOIENTIFIO, SANITARY, ETC. 

Geological Survey, — The annual appropriation for the uses of this 
Survey is eight thousand dollars ($8,000), and at the beginning of the 
year there remained a balance of undrawn appropriations amounting 
to nine hundred and fifty-six dollars and seven cents ($956.07). The 
Managers of this Survey are also allowed by law to make publication 
of the results of their work, the expenses of which publication are 
paid from the State Treasury. In the past year the disbursements 
have been as follows :

No balance remains at this time to the credit of the account, but 
the amount of the annual appropriation must be provided for. No

The 
expenditures for these purposes amount to about six thousand dollars 
($6,000) annually, and will be found stated under the head of Law 
and Equity Reports. 

For the classes of expenditures embraced in the foregoing state- 
ment, it is estimated that one hundred and twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($125,000) will be required in the coming year.

MISOBLLANEOXJS. 

Riparian Commission, — The salaries of the Commissioners and the 
-expenses of the Board comprise the charges to this account, and 
these have amounted during the past year to ten thousand seven bun- 
•dred and seventy dollars and eighty-three cents ($10,770.83). These 
expenditures vary but slightly from year to year, and the customary 
•estimate of eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) is therefore presented. 

Gettysburg Battle Monuments, — At the session of 1886 an appropria- 
tion of nine thousand dollars ($9,000) was made, which sum was to 
be expended under the direction of a Commission appointed by the 
<jrovernor, for the purpose of erecting monuments and marking the 
position of New Jersey troops on the battle-field of Gettysburg. A 
further appropriation was made in 1887 of nine thousand four hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($9,450), making a total of eighteen thousand 
four hundred and fifty dollars ($18,450) which has been set apart by 
law for this purpose. 

During 1886 the sum of three thousand three hundred dollars 
($3,300) was paid upon the requisition of the Commission, and 
during the past year further disbursements for this account have 
amounted to one thousand one hundred and fifty dollars ($1,150). 
The condition of these appropriations is set forth in the following 
statement:

Monmouth Battle Monument, — ^An act of the Legislatare passed in 
1886, authorizes the payment from the State Treasury of the ex- 
penses of caring for the Monmouth Battle Monument, and keeping 
the grounds in order, and also provides that the expenditure for this 
purpose shall not exceed five hundred dollars ($500) in any one year. 
The disbursement for the account in the year just closed was four 
hundred and sixty-five dollars and three cents ($465.03). The esti- 
mate for the coming year is the limit of the allowance for this par- 
pose. 

Railroad Investigation, — At the special session of the Legislature^ 
in June, 1886, an act was passed directing the State Board of Asses- 
sors to make investigations to determine the question of the correct- 
ness of certain returns which had been made to the State for taxa> 
tion purposes. The act authorized the payment of the expenses of 
such proceedings from the State Treasury, limiting the whole amount 
to be paid under the act to seven thousand dollars ($7,000). Dur- 
ing the year there have been disbursed from the State Treasury for 
this purpose, six thousand one hundred and forty-five dollars and 
nineteen cents ($6,145.19). 

New Orleans Exposition. — At the session of 1887 the Legislature 
authorized the payment of some expenses connected with the return 
to New Jersey of the exhibits at the New Orleans Exposition. 
These expenses, amounting to one thousand four hundred and fifty- 
four dollars and three cents ($1,454.03), were paid during the year 
just closed. 

New York Boundary Commission, — The expenses of the CommissioD 
appointed to determine the boundary lines between the States of New 
Jersey and New York are paid from the State Treasury, and have 
amounted during the past year to four hundred and sixty dollars and 
sixteen cents ($460.16). 

The further miscellaneous disbursements from the State Treasury 
during the year have been as follows : 

For expenses incident to the Inauguration of the Governor of the 
State, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five dollars and sixty- 
three cents ($1,895.63) ; for Interest on temporary loans effected in 
anticipation of revenue, twelve thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
three dollars and thirty -three cents ($12,933.33) ; for Insurance on the 
State Capitol building and furniture for five years, three thousand 
five hundred and sixty-six dollars ($3,566) ; for Incidentals, such as 
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freight, expressage, &c., one thousand three hundred and fifty-four dol- 
lars and twenty-seven oents ($1,354.27); for expenses incurred by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, one thousand three hundred and 
seven dollars and twenty-one cents ($1,307.21) ; the annual appropri- 
ation for the maintenance of the Washington Headquarters at Morris- 
toivn, two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500), and for Wrecks 
(removing obstructions to navigation and viewing and burying bodies 
of drowned persons cast on shore), two hundred and forty -five doUars^ 
and forty cents ($245.40).

To meet the disbarsements in the above table of eatimates, the 
treasury must depend upon the balance now on hand and the receipts 
from the regular sources of revenue during the year. The receipts 
cannot be stated with any degree of accuracy in advance, for the 
reason that the larger portion of the income of wthe State is derived 
from taxes on railroad and canal corporations, and to the extent 
that the payment of these taxes shall be delayed by litigation, the 
State's income for the year will be affected. The estimates of 
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receipts presented in the foregoing pages are based upon the assamp- 
t^ibn that all the taxes of this class assessed and payable within the 
year, will be received into the treasury, and also that the unpaid 
l^alances of taxes of former years will be collected within the 
ooming fiscal year, and be available ^to defray the expenditures which 
must be met, but in view of the past it must be admitted that this is 
a. somewhat violent assumption. The estimate of the revenue of the 
JState Fund made under these conditions is as follows :

It was stated on an early page of this report that the disburse- 
ments from the State Treasury during the past year, had exceeded 
the receipts from the regular sources of revenue by several thousand 
dollars, but it is not to be inferred from this that the annual current 
expenses of the State are greater than the annual revenue. Included 
in the expenditures of the past year are disbursements for* account of 
special appropriations for rebuilding the State Capitol; for improving 
the system of sewerage at the Morris Plains Insane Asylum; for 
4tdditional buildings at the Beform School at Jamesbdrg ; for the erec- 
tion of a new Home for Disabled Soldiers at Newark, and sundry 
smaller appropriations, the whole amounting to about one hundred 
^nd eighty thousand dollars ($180,000). Deducting these payments 
from the total disbursements, the current expenses of the State for 
the year are shown to be about one million two hundred and fifty-six 
thousand dollars (91,256,000), or about one hundred and sixty-three 
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thouBand dollars ($163,000) less than the income. These figures are 
presented to exhibit the fact that while the income of the State PhincT 
can be relied upon to defray all the current expenses of the State 
government, and even to meet the increase from natural causes which 
is to be expected from year to year, it cannot be expected to bear 
the strain of large appropriations, even though they be made for 
what may be deemed necessary improvements, or additions in con- 
nection with the charitable, penal and reformatory institutions of 
the State. 

In preparing the above table of estimates, all the special appropria- 
tions already made by the Legislature have been included, and it is to- 
be hoped that such portion of them as may be required can be paid 
during the coming year. These amount in the aggregate to aboat 
three hundred and thirty-seven thousand dollars ($337,000), and 
should the full amount of the revenue be collected, they, as well as 
the existing temporary indebtedness of the State, can be paid, and 
leave the above-estimated balance of forty-seven thousand five hun- 
dred and seventy-eight dollars and ninety-nine cents ($47,578.99) in 
the treasury at the end of the year, but any considerable diminution 
in the revenue, or any serious delay in its collection, will not only 
interfere with the payment of appropriations already made, but will 
also operate to prevent the payment of any considerable sums whicb 
may be appropriated at the coming session of the Legislature. 



CONDITION AND TRANSACTIONS OF THE 

SCHOOL FUND. 

The securities held by the School Fund^ including the principal sum^ 
of Riparian leases, and the real estate bought in under foreclosure, 
amount to three million four hundred and twenty-two thousand two 
hundred and seventy-five dollars and sixty-six cents ($3,422,275.66), 
to which is to be added a cash balance now in the hands of the Treas- 
urer amounting to one hundred and sixty-seven thousand nine hun- 
dred and seventy-five dollars and eighty-nine cents ($167,975.89). 
This balance is subject to the payment of an appropriation of one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) for the use of the public schools 
of the State, and also to the payment of such other expenditures for 
educational purposes as are authorized by law to be paid from the 
income of the Fund. 
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Within the past year the Trastees of the Fand have, under the 
•Authority given them by law, employed a competent agent to collect 
"the maturing interest and rentals and to take general care, under 
their direction, of the real estate belonging to the Fund. The benefits 
of this arrangement are already apparent in the improved condition 
of many of the securities, and in the advantageous sale of some of 
the unprofitable real estate held as the property of the Fund. 

Since the passage of the law forbidding the investment of the 
-moneys of the School Fund in bonds and mortgages on real estate, 
the Trustees have found it difficult to secure investments at other 
than a low rate of interest, excepting the bonds of school districts, 
And for loans of this kind the demand is confined within narrow 
limits. Under the authority of an act passed in 1886 a purchase was 
made from the State Fund in the past year of one thousand (1,000) 
-shares of the stock of the Camden and Amboy Rajjroad and Trans- 
portation Company, of the par value of one hundred thousand dollars 
^9100,000). The purchase was made at a rate which places the stock 
in the School Fund as a four per cent, security. 

The statements below show in detail the transactions of the Fund 
daring the past year, and the amount and classes of securities now 
held by the Trustees.

STATE SCHOOL TAX. 

TAX OF 1886. 



The amount of tax levied in 1886 for the support of free public 
Bchools and payable into the State Treasury on or before January 
1st, 1887, was one million four hundred and sixty-five thousand two 
hundred lind sixty-eight dollars ($1,465,268). It was computed at 
the rate of four dollars ($4) for each child in the State, of lawful 
school age, as shown by the school census last taken, and was assessed 
upon the several counties upon the basis of the taxable property in 
each, as shown by the abstracts of ratables filed with the Comptroller 
for the preceding year. 

At the commencement of the year now under consideration, there 
had already been received into the State Treasury, as stated in the 
last report from this department, for account of this tax, forty-eight 
thousand two hundred and four dollars and twenty-one cents (((48,- 
204.21), being the amount due from one county and paid in advance. 
During the year just closed there has been received into the State 
Treasury as the proceeds of the School Tax, one million four hun- 
dred and sixty-three thousand six hundred and sixteen dollars and 
thirty-five cents ($1,463,616.35), which sum consisted of the balance 
due of the tax of 1886, and the sum of forty-six thousand five huur 
dred and fifty-two dollars and fifty-six cents ($46,552.56) for account 
of the tax for 1887, which latter sum remains in the treasury at 
the date of this report, and will be disbursed when thci remaining 
counties have paid the tax for 1887. 

The amount of taxable property upon which the School Tax of 
1886 was levied, was five hundred and sixty-five million five hundred 
and thirty-seven thousand nine hundred and fifty-five dollars and 
eighty-four cents ($565,537,955.84), and the rate at which the tax 
was levied upon the several counties was .00259.

As soon as the whole of this tax had been received into the State 
Treasury, ninety (90) per centum of the amoant paid by each county 
was repaid to such county, to be ased for school purposes, and the 
remaining ten (10) per centum was held as a Reserve Fund, to be dis- 
tributed among the several counties as apportioned by the State 
Board of Education.

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TAX OF 1887. 

The School Tax of 1887 was apportioned among the several coantieo- 
in March, 1887, and is payable into the State Treasury on or before 
the first of January, 1888. 

This tax amounts to one million four hundred and fifty-six thoo- 
sand six hundred and sixty dollars ($1,456,660), and shows a decrease, 
as compared with the tax of 1886, of eight thousand six hundred and 
eight dollars ($8,608). This tax was based upon four hundred and 
sixty-four thousand one hundred and sixty-five (464,165) children in 
the State of lawful school age, at the rate of four dollars ($4) for each- 
child, and the decrease above referred to in the amount of tax is^ 
accounted for by a corresponding decrease of two thousand one han» 
dred and fifty-two (2,152) in the number of school children. 

The taxable property in the State, as shown by the abstracts of 
ratables filed with the Comptroller in 1886, and upon which this tax

was levied, was five hundred and seventy-three million two hundred

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These valaations do not inclade any portion of the property of 
railroad and canal corporations assessed for local taxes hy the State 
Soard of Assessors. The latter class of property amounted,^ a» 
assessed by the State Board in 1886, to thirty-three million seven 
hundred and thirty-seven thousand seven hundred and twenty-one 
dollafs and eighty-three cents (833,737,721.83). 

It will be seen from the table given above that seventeen (17) 
counties returned in 1887 an increased valuation as compared with 
1886. This increase amounted in the aggregate to fourteen million 
six hundred and eighty-five thousand seven hundred and fifty-five 
dollars and seventy-two cents ($14,685,755.72). In the remaining four 
(4) counties the decrease amounted to nine hundred and seventy- 
four thousand six hundred and ninety-nine dollars and fifty cents 
($974,699.50), leaving a balance of increase for the year in the State 
of thirteen million six hundred and sixty-one thousand fifty-six doU 
lars and twenty-two cents ($13,661,056.22). 

Copies of the Abstracts of Ratables, as returned to this office|by 
the Boards of Assessors of the several counties, together with a sumr 
mary of the same, will be found in the appendix to this report, but 
for purposes of comparison there is here presented a table showing 
the aggregate valuations of taxable property in the State from 1870^ 
to 1887, inclusive. From this statement it will be seen that since the 
year 1880 the valuations have increased steadily from year to year, 
the increase in 1887, as compared with 1886, having been decidedly 
greater than for several years last past : 
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LOCAL TAX ON RAILROAD CORPORATIONS. 

The act of 1884, providing for the asBeBsment of a tax upon Rail- 
road and Canal Corporations for the use of taxing distriots, went into- 
operation, so far as the payment of this tax into the State Treasury^ 
was concerned, in the year 1885, bat many of the companies taxed 
under this act contested the assessments in the courts, so that up to- 
the date of the last report from this office, although the whole sum 
which had been assessed in the two preceding years amounted to six 
hundred and eighty-nine thousand two hundred and sixty-three dol- 
lars and sixty-eight cents ($689,263.68), the collections had amounted 
to but two hundred thousand nine hundred and seventy-seven doliars^ 
and seventy-seven cents ($200,977.77). One hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) of this sum had been paid to Jersey City for account of 
taxes which had been assessed for the use of that city, it having been 
assumed that at least this sum would be due when the fin^l adjudica- 
tion of the litigated cases should be reached, but the remainder could 
not be disbursed, because the valuations upon which it was based 
were under consideration by the courts, and might be required, under 
their order, to be returned to the corporations which had paid it. 
Pending the litigation, a further assessment was made, which was- 
payable in 1887, and which amounted to three hundred and three 
thousand and fifty-six dollars ($303,056). 

Both the payment of this to the State, and the distribution to the- 
taxing districts, were delayed from the causes mentioned above, and 
it was not until within the fiscal year just closed that a decision wa» 
rendered by the Supreme Court in a majority of the contested cases. 
In this decision the court established certain principles to govern the 
assessment of the property in question, which necessitated consid- 
erable modifications in the assessments already made, and reductions- 
in the taxes levied and returned to the Comptroller as payable in the 
years 1885 and 1886. This involved almost an entire revision of the 
work of the Board of Assessors in connection with this tax for those 
years, and the corrected assessments made by them, and certified to 
this office, .under the rules established by the court, reduced the 
amount of this tax payable in the respective years to the foUowing^ 
sums:

As soon as possible after the corrected assessments had been 
retarned to this office by the contesting corporations, and the amounts 
of taxes which had been in litigation were paid into the State Treas- 
ury, a distribation of the money was made to the several districts for 
the use of which it had been levied. The law provides that the 
Comptroller shall certify to the collectors of the respective coanties 
the amounts allotted to each taxing district, together with the 
amount received from each railroad and canal corporation having 
property taxed within such district; provided, that in cities having a 
tax rate of more than one per centum of their taxable property the 
certificate and payment made by the Comptroller shall be made to 
the respective treasurers of such cities. This involved the distribu- 
tion of the taxes received from eighty-four (84) railroad corporations, 
amongst two hundred and forty (240) taxing districts. 

The taxing districts to which the said sum of seven hundred and 
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sixty-Dine tboasand three handred and eighty-three dollars and 
eighty-two oents ($769,383.82) was allotted and paid, and the sam 
allotted and paid to each for the respeotiTe years, were as follows :

The following act providing for reports of the financial condition 
of the various manicipal governments throaghoat the State, was 
passed at the session of 1881 : 

A further supplement to an act creating the office of comptroller of the 
treasury and defining the duties thereof, approved March seventeenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five. 

1. Be it enacted by the Senate and OeneraJ Assembly of the State of New 
Jersey, That it shall be the duty of the board of chosen freeholders of each 
county, the committeemen of each township, the mayor and common 
council of each city, and the representative authority of each town and 
borough in this state, to transmit to the comptroller of the treasury, on or 
before the first day of October in each year, a statement of the financial 
condition of their respective counties, townships, cities, towns or boroughs, 
at the close of their respective fiscal years next preceding the time of 
making such statement ; and the saia statements .shall set forth the 
iimounts of the funded and floating debt, of what they are composed, the 
purposes for which they are contracted, the rate of interest thereon, and 
the time when the debts fall due; the nature and condition of the sinking 
fund, if any ; the amount of real and personal property taxable ; the rate 
of tax levied and the amount raised, and the expenditures for the year, 
arranged under general heads. 

2. And be it enacted^ That it shall be the duty of the comptroller to fur- 
nish the necessary blanks to the several authorities, upon their application, 
for making the statements required by this act, and to lay copies of the 
statements received by him for each year, or abstracts thereof, before the 
legislature, at the time of making his annual report. 

8. And be it enacted, That if any of the said officers shall neglect or refuse 
to furnish or transmit the statement as required in the first section of this 
act, the same shall be liable to indictment for such neglect or refusal, and 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeaner, and on conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

4. And be it enacted, That an act entitled "A supplement to an act cre- 
ating the office of comptroller of the treasury and defining the duties 
thereof," approved March seventeenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-five, which supplement was approved March sixth, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-nine, and all other acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

5. And be it enacted, That this act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 18th, 1881. 

Pursuant to this act, the usual blanks were prepared and forwarded 
to all those local authorities whose names and post-office addresses

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were known to this department, or whose names coald be learned^ 

bat, notwithstanding the efforts made to call attention to the subject, 

and notwithstanding the penalty imposed by law for neglecting to 

famish the statements, a number of counties, cities and townships 

have failed to make the required returns. The act providing for 

these returns has been productive of good results, and it is greatly to 

be regretted that its provisions are not more generally complied with.
